Count Muravieff has now, Reuter 
tells us, followed the lead of M.de 
Nelidoff in resigning, on the osten- 
sible ground of his health. It would 
not have surprised us to hear that Mr. 
Pokotiloff, the Minister to China, 
who leaves this for Washington to- 
morrow, had been appointed to fill 
the vacancy caused by Count Mura- 
vieff's resignation, That he would 
be a persona grata to! Japan, 
however, is very doubtral. The 
explanation of Count Muravieff’s 
resignation may be that it wns 
wanted in order that Mr. Pokotiloff 
might be appointed. If this conjec- 
ture is groundless, these succe: 
resignations must be considered very 
suspicious. The task of assenting to 
the terms dictated by & victorious 
foe, suggested as they of course will 
be with all the courtesy and humility 
which mark well-bred Japanese, but 
nevertheless in reality dictated, can- 
not be « pleasant one, but Russian 
statesmen are not likely to decline 





-{a task laid on them by their Emperor 





simply because it is unpleasant; it 
looks rather as if they found their 
instructions smprestenble: The ap- 
pointment of M. de Witte which is 
now announced, will certainly be 
well received in Japan. His rank is 
high enough to make his selection a 
compliment to Japan, and, like his 
colleague Baron Rosen, be was always 
opposed to the war. Some two years 
aga we stated definitely that there 
would be no war as long as M. 
de Witte was Russian Minister of 
Finance, ard it was only after 
his removal from that post that 
the tension between Russia and 
Japan reached the breaking-point, 
Whatever delay, however, these succes- 
sive resignations may cause, and 
whatever further delays may be 
caused hy protracted discussion when 
the plenipotentiaries do meet, it is 
certain that Russia must have peace, 
ond it is a significant fact that 
steamers are already arriving here to 
take home the sixty thousand odd 
Russian prisone:s in Japan, acsording 
to the arrangement made. at St. 
Petersburg with the Nord-Deutecher 
Lloyd Company. 

‘e have been told that Russia 
will ask for an armistice as soon as 
the-plenipotentiaries meet, but it is 
obviously impossible for Japan to 
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accede to the request. To grant an 
armistice would be simpl. to en-

CHINA’S REPORTED 

DEMAND. 
Tokio, 10th July. 

‘The semi-official “ Kokumin” of 
Tokio vehemently urges the inadvi- 
sability of Chins’s agitation for pact 
cipation in the Russo-Japanese 
negotiations, 

‘he “ Kokumin ” warns China that 
her ambition is being tempt-d by 
Russian tricks. China recognised at 
the outst of the war that Muchuria 
was within the area of hostilities, 
The Lisotung Peninsula and West 
Manchuria are now under Japunese 
occupation, and ueither neutral 
China nor vanquished Russia is 
entitled to make arrangements in 
reference to them. 

The terms of peace also should be 
setthd exclusively between the two 
belligerents, and they are largely at 
the mercy of vie orious Japan, 

Should China allow h: rself to be 
deceived by Russinn agents, despite 
the Japanese contentions which are 
thi roughly fair, the sympathy of the 
Powers will leave China, whose 
neutrality, hitherto main’ained, will 
become meaningless—Our own cor- 
respondent.

THE INVASION OF 
SAGHALIEN. 
Tokio, 10th July. Urgent. 
Lhe Japanese occupied Korsakoff, 
on Saghalien, on Saturday.—Our 
own correspondent. 





A military official report states that 
the Saghalien army vecupied Korsa~ 
koff early on Saturday without 
much resistance. The Russians re~ 


tired, after burning the town, to near 
Soluifia, eight miles north of Kor- 
sakoff, and resumed the resistance, 
but were dislodged and pursued at 
11 am. They then retreated to 
Vindimirowka, twenty-two miles north 
of Korsakoff. 

The Japin:se captured two 12- 
centimetre cannons, two 12-pounders, 
and a quantity of ammunitien, There 
were no Japanese casualties.—Our 
own correspundent.

FACTORS AFFECTING 
THE DURATION OF 
THE WAR. 


11th July. 

From all quarters in Europe our 
mail papers are full of wonder and 
surprise at Admiral Togo’s epoch- 
marking victory and hope that it 
would be the fore-runner of a speedy 
pence. Since the battle more than 
& month has passed, and, except, for 
the acceptance of President Roose- 
velt’s invitation to a Peace Confer- 
ence at Washington, we ure no nearer 
the cessation of hostilities thau_be- 
fore. Indeed it is said that the Czar 
had made op his mind to continue 
fighting so long as a man and a gun 
were available. Fortunate'y the Czar’s 
is not one of those inflexible wills 
which cannot be induced to change a 
course laid down. As everybody knows 
tenacity of purpose has not been 
his apparent characteristic during 





the past year or two, and there is 
still a chance that advice and circum. 
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stances combined, in other words, the 
effect of his environment at home 
and the Japanese abroad, will induce 
a more reasonable state of m nd. 
Still there are possibilities that 
the war may continue for a long 
time yet. There are n number of| 
factors which affect the duration of 
a conflict such as this, and history 
tends to show that when once a 
struggle has gone beyond a certain 
stage it is likely to be more or less 
prolonged. We English have had xs 
much experience of this as most 
peoples, having been fighting during 
more than 400 of the years that 
have elapsed since William the Con- 
queror first set fuot on our shores. 
Forty-eight of these wars have been 
against Western nations, France, 
Scotland, Spain, and Holland, with 
the single instance against Russia, 
the Crimean War. The average 
duration of these quarrels of ours has 
been something over eight years 
apiece, the longest being one against 


So far xs tenacity is concerned 
there is a sullen sort of obstinacy 
under defeat, a dogged resolution, in 
the Russian character which ig too 
inflexible to be called a passion, but 
which by its imperturbability s-rves 
almost as well as the fanatic zealotry 
of a warmer-blooded race. Were the 
Caar to call his people to his counsels 
before it is to late, it is possible that 
asthe French Republic acted in 1870, 
so might.a democratic Russia act in 
1905-6, that is to say they might 
come round to the opinion that they 
would “see the thing through.” It 
would then become a question 
of lasting power. The Boers in 
1901-2 astonished the world by 
their extraordinary determination 
and the length to which they 
dragged out their guerilla warfare. 
The Confederate States of America 
fought even longer and against 
equally great odds until there was 
not a shoe nora shilling left in the 
country. Were Japan getting the 








France in the fourteenth century, 
lasting 52 years, 

It would appear that the main 
factors upon which the duration of a 
war depends are these :—I. The 
degree to which the object for which 
hostilities are undertaken is consider- 
ed vital to both parties. 2—The 
resources of the contestants, 3.— 
The character of the people so far us 
tenacity of purpose goes. 4.—The 
degree of danger to which present 
defeat exposes their future prosper- 
ity. There are other points bearing 
on the subject, but in the main they 
are subsidiary. 

History is rich in examples. We 
fought Nupoleon so many times aud 
with such bull-dog tenacity because 
Pitt and our people behind him had 
made up their minds that our future 
was unsafe if the Napoleonic idea 
succeeded in making itself supreme 
in Europe, The Federal and Con- 
federate States fought each other from 
1860 to 1864 because both thought 
there was a vi al issue to be decided. 
So with Japan just now. The world 
will look in vain for any suggestion 
of peace from Japan till her end is 
gained, She is fighting for life. 
Russia is not. In Japan the war is 
a Holy War, In Russia iv is accurs- 
ed. Ifwe turn to the resources of 
the two contestants it might be said 
the those of Russia are the greater, 
but those of Japan the more avail- 
able, and as in our own history we 
have succeeded more than once for 
the very reason that we could bring 
our power to bear and our foe could 
not, so it will be with Japan. ‘Ib 
must, moreover, be remembered— 
who indeed could forget it ?—that 
Russia is a house divided against 
itself, and hence doubly weakened. 
Anarchy at home is little calculated 
to stand against unanimity abroad, 
especially when it isof such a whole- 
hearted kind as that shown by the 
Japanese. 
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worst of the present fight we should 
expect to fini her people willing to 
suffer equal hardships. But the 
Russian peopleas a whole care not 
two straws for Manchuria and Corea, 
Some of them even now think that 
they are fighting their old enemy 
the Turk. Defeat, to those who 
know best, is rather welcome than 
otherwise, It promises reform. 

Moreover, the dangers that would 
follow the Japanese were they 
beaten, the certainty that “henceforth 
even for ever” they would be un ‘er 
a cloud were they now to be conquer- 
ed, do not threaten the Russians, not- 
withstanding that hitherto they have 
suffered nothing but defeat and dis- 
grace ashore and afloat. ‘Their 
future, as the mass of Russian peo- 
ple understand it, will be affected for 
the better rather than for the worse 
if they ace expelled from Manchuria. 
The bitterness of the pill is tasted 
only by those who are responsible for 
the war. Hence we think it cer‘ain 
that unless the Czar can win a re- 
presentative assembly of Russians to 
his way of thinking the war will not 
last much longer. 








THOUGHTS FOR OUR 
FUTURE

WHILE ‘he mercury in the open 
air in a shaded situation is so puffed 
up that it is indisposed to go to 
below 90°, -nd shows a strong inten- 
tion to reach the century, it seems 
cruel to ask our readers who find 
their brains sufficiently taxed by 
their ordinary business, to drop the 
cares of the present fora few minutes 
and think about the future of Shang. 
hai, There is a general.tendency to 
let well alone, and Bot to cross the 
bridge until we come to it; but on 
the other hand it must be remem- 


bered that Shanghai is what it is 
becuse our predeces ors were not 
content to be guided by these maxims 
of apathy and indifference, but did 
think about the future, and were not 
conten® with merely thinking, but 
transl ited their thonghts into action. 
The letter from Mr. W. V. Drum- 
mo d whieh appeared in vur columns 
on Saturday last, was a reminder 10 
Shanghai thet the spirit that anima- 
ted our predecessors shou'd animate 
us, so that we may do for posterity 
what the men of the past dit for us, 
There is no reason, said Mr. Dram- 
mond, “ why the residents here should 
not work diligently to promote the 
interests of Shanghai generally, and 
of themselves in particular, by all the 
means that lie within their reach.” 
We do not agree with him as to the 
necessity for a Shanghai Pubic As- 
sociation; the stimulation of public 
ojinion is, we hold, done quite suffi- 
ciently by the Press and the Clubs 
which are so numerous in Shanghai. 
A Shanghai Public Association would 
soon degenerate into a debating 
society, at which the attendance 
would rapidly dwindle, and which 
would have no influesce on public 
opinion or action, 

We entirely agree with Mr. Drum- 
mond that it would be a very good 
thing to secure some five hundred 
mow of geound for a public park 
in the western district, as well as the 
new park in the northern district. 
If Shanghai continues to grow as we 
expect it to do, both these parks will 
be wanted as lungs before long, and 
the sooner the land is secured the 
better; but this is not » matter of a 
few hundred or even a few thousand 
taels, as it was when the land in the 
interior of the race course was secured. 
Many demands have been made 
lately on the pockets of Shanghai, 
aud, as we pointed out the other day, 
rich ns Shanghai appears to be, a 
great part, in fact, the greater part, 
of the riches here belongs to the 
happy peuple who live on unearned 
increment at home, If Mr. Drnm- 
mond could persuade them to com- 
bine to present Shanghai wi h a park 
of five hundred mow in the Western 
District, within about four miles from 
the Grand Stand, he would indeed be 
a public benefactor, and we would 
erect a column to him on the highest 
mound in the park with a com- 
memorative tablet of imperishable 
bronze. 

Mr, Drummond's other suggestions 
include the establishment of a satis- 
factory Mixed Court. The Consular 
Body and the Municipal Council are 
doing their best to get this anomalous 
tribunal into a more satisfactory 
shape by degrees. and we doubt if the 
efforts of a third voluntary body 
would not hinder more than they 
would help. The fate of the Reform 
Association which was started with 
such a flourish of trumpets and 
banging of drums by Charles Dicken 
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~ and many other notable people after 


the Crimean war, is a warning to 
people who propose, even with the best 
intentions, to re-regulate the world 
by sub-committees. Mr. Drummond’s 
second subject is “The best methods 
of harmonising foreign and native 
interests, locally.” low the last 
few yenrs have seen a remarkable 
harmonising of foreign and native 
interests in Shanghai. In the cele- 
brated article which appeared some 
years ago in a London magazine over 
the signature of the late Marquis 
Tséng, the Marquis laid it down 
that the existence of a sort of inter- 
national republic, as Shanghai was, 
on Chinese soil was an insult to 
China which she could not put up 
with much longer ;and at that time 
there were certain movements in 
favour of restricting the powers of 
the Municipal Council and tying 
them .down to the strict letter of the 
Land Regulations, and of admitting 
Chinese ratepayers to the franchise. 
The China-Japan war put a stop to 
all this uoreal agitation; and while 
there has been in the last ten years 
a remarkable manifestation of 
liberalism and patriotism among the 
Chinese here, there has been at the 
same time a complete acquiescence 
among the enlightened Chinese in 
the status of Shanghai; they fully | 
renlise the benefits conferred on the | 


of government and protection. But 
the foreign community here at the 
tinie was very small, aud the scheme 
seemeil too big for the then Council ; 
and if China wh n she recovered 
from the stress of the rebellion had 
protested to the Powers at home 
lagninst this seizure of more than 
‘two thousand square miles of her 
teiritory, it is doubtful if they would 
have rejected her protest. It is im- 
possible to believe that they would 

uiesce now in granting us the 
thirty-mile radius, desirable as it 
may be. 

We are not en'irely in agreement 
with Mr. Drummond in details, but 
we are grateful to him for rousing 
public attention to ques'ions above 
the trivial topics of the day. There 
will undoubtedly be plenty of work for 
Shanghai’s best men when peace does 
come, and Mr. Drummond deserves 
the best thanks ofall of us for sound- 
ing the preparatory note

Notwith- 
standing all this they were treated by 
the Customs at Boston as if they 
were coolirs, to the loudly expressed 
disgust of their American  fellow- 
passengers. They were made to stay 
on the Ivernia until they gave bonds 
of $500 each, they were taken off like 
prisoners-to be photographed, and 
when certificates permitting them to 
pass through the United States were 
granted them—photographs of thes: 
certificates are before us as we write, 
—in there certificates they were de- 
scribed as “labourers,” a class of 
Chinese who are taboo in the States, 
though the Customs knew perfectly 
well that they were gentlemen and 
students, as their photographs at~ 
tached to the certificates show. If 
this is the treatment given to Chi- 
nese gentlemen in Boston, we cannot 
wonder at the treatment they get 
in a labour-union-ridden port like 
San Francisco. 

The following letier to Pres‘dent 
Roosevelt from Mr, B. Atwod Robin- 
son, dated Boston, 3rd June 1905, 
shows how the action of the Boston 
Customs was regarded :— 

“Dear Sir—I. have been deeply 
humiliated during the past few days 
hy the trea! ment accorded my friends, 
the three King brothers and their 
sis'er, students returning to China 
from England, where they have been 
attending college during the past 
three years. 

“Tt was on my invitation that they 
returned this way, and I met then 
on their wrrival on the ss. Ivernia, 
and have been a witness of the in- 
dignities to which they have been 
subjected by Mr. Schell, the Chinese 
Insp:ctor here. These people are of 
the highest class in China and are 
among the wealthiest and most in- 
fluential in the king:lom, »nd, besides 
passports, brought with them a letter 
from Ambassador Choate, They na- 
turally feel greatly humiliated by the 
treatment accorded them, and feel 
strongly inclined to use their in- 
fluence in China against everything 
American. 

“Asan American citizen, as their 
friend, and as on having business 
interests in China, I wish to add my 
protest to that of others against the 
unjust treatment and unnecessary 
indignities accorded them on their 
arrival here. By such treatment we 
are jeopardising the friendly rela- 
tions and bright business prospects 
of our country with China. 

“IT may add that I am informed 
that the Canadian Government has 
instructed that they be shown every 
courtesy and accorded absolute free- 
dom of movement while passing 
through that country to Vancouver 
whence they sail for home.” 
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It willf[be noted that the anti 
Chinese feeling is not found among 
the better classes in the United 
States, but has been errated and 
fomented by the working men on 
the Pacific Slope and their organs. 
Iu depreeating the proposed boyeott 
in China, much has been justly made 
of the kindness that the United 
States Government has shown 10 
China consistently iu every phos of 
her relations with China, with this 
one important exception. "The lead- 
ing Boston papers all hid editorials 
dealing with the outrage to which 
the King family were  subjectes 
We have only room for a short quota- 
tion- from the “Boston Evening 
Transcript” :—“It would seem to 
be a sound and just policy in all such 
cases as that here instanced, to give 
Chinese travellers: the full benefit of 
every doubt, and hasten as soon as 
arrangements can be made to give 
Chinese citizens, exclusive of those 
who come here as ‘ubourers, the 
saine rights and privileges that we 
give to the citizens of any other 
country. They have a right to 
demand as much ns this, and at 
would be a gross exercise of arbitrary 
power to refuse them. We are seem- 
ingly pursuing a policy of stultifica- 
ion, if not positive imbecility, to- 
wards the great empire, We stroke 
her back with one hand, and slap 
her in the face with the other, and 
then expect her to trust us, love us, 
and buy our merchandise.” 

One other documens must be added 
to those we have already quoted. As 
goon xs the treatment accorded to 
the King family became known, Mr. 
Wellington, of the well-known firm 
of Wellington, Sears & Co., called 
@ meeting at his office of the agents 
of the great New England cotton 
mills, and the exporting houses in 
Boston, at which it was decided to 
send the following letter, duted 
Boston, 2nd June, to President 
Roosevelt :-— 

“hree Chinese gentlemen and 
one lady, yeople of culture and re- 
fizement, who arrived in Boston 
yesterday by the steamship Ivernia, 
returning to China via United States 
after three years’ study in English 
colleges, were by our officials refused 
permission to lund, were detained 
on the steamer and comprlled to 
submit to being photographed and 
to furnish bonds, although they he'd 
passporisand a letter of introduction 
from Ambassador Choate. 

“We understand that the Chinese 
Government claims that such exclu- 
sion is contrary to its treaty rights, 
and if so the assumption by our 
officials to decide questions involved 
adversely to their claim seems highly 
unjust. 

“We are informed that the action 
vf our Government in subjecting 
Chinese noblemen and merchants to 
the same treatment to which coolies 
have been subjected is leading

“In the cause of justice to citizens 
of a friendly nation, and the interests 
of our own people, we respectfully 
request that pending the settlement, 
of the legal questions involved, and 
the conclusion of a new treaty, our 
Department's interpretation of the 
existing treaty rights be not en- 
force 

This letter was signed by the 
representatives of the Massachusetls, 
Pepperell, Stark, Lanett, Boott, and 
Lywan Mills, and thy Hamilton 
Manufacturing Co., and by six of the 
most prominent exporting houses in 
Boston, The result of thes repre- 
sentatiens to President Roosevelt was 
that on the 3rd of June, Mr. Kungpah 
King received the following telegram 
| from the Chinese Minister at Wash- 
ington :— 

“Your letter received. At my 
request Secretary of Commerce and 
Labour has instructed Immigration 
Commissioner to extend your party 
every courtesy and facility’ regarding 
travelling to Niagara Falls.” 

And the three Kings and their 
sister were ‘allowed to zo on with 
certificates in which they are des 
cribed as “labourers.” It is also 
reported that President Rovsevelt 
ordered the immediate dismissal of 
Mr. Schell.

will visit the Commissioner of that port, 
and thence go to Chefoo, I believe. It 
seems tu be becoming the fashion for the 
three potentates in Shantung, H. E. the 
Governor of the province proper, the 
Governor of Tsingtao, and the Commi 
sioner of Weihaiwei, occasionally to ox- 
change visits and inquire after each 
other's health, a pleasant ceremony which 
no doubt helps to smooth the diplomatic 
paths in this part of the world. 


A Coinage Investigation, 

The summer term in both the Pro- 
vincial College and the Military School 
has just ended and the students are 
scattering for their summer vacation. 
The professors too are most of them 
going away for a little change of scone 
and air, Dr. Tingle, of the Provincial 
College, has been doing some interesting 


























work lately in the investigation of the 
copper coinage of the various provinces, 
having analysed the ten-cash copper 
pieces of eight of the provinces and of 
the Board of Revenue. He tells me he 
finds there is compara'ively little differ- 

neo in the amount of copper contained 
in the various coinages and that the coins 
of Shantung are in no way inferior to the 
average of the other provinces. The 
professor undertook this examination of 
the coivage at the request of H. E. 
Governor Yang, to whom he has made his 
official report.

According to a return given ont by 
the Naval Staff, the original Russian 
strength in the Far East, including 
the fleets under Admiral 
vensky and Nibogatoff, was 410,224 tons, 
comprising 15 battleships, 7” armour. 
ed cruisers, 3 coast defence ships, 13 
cruisers, 21 other ships, and 34 destroyora, 
93 ship in all. It now stands 63,636 
tons, and consists of 10 ships, including 
those that have already left Eastern 
waters, such as the Rion aud Dnieper. 
Those sunk account for 245,292 tons, 
contained in 12 battleships, 6 armoured 
cruisers, 1 armoured coast defence ship, 
6 cruisers, 14 other ships, and 19 dea'roy- 
ers The captured ships are 2 battleships, 
2 armoured coast’ defence ships, 1 
special service ship, and 2 destroyers, 
making « total of 44 486 tons. Those

Natives who are ot so particular are 
more frequently attacked by plague, we 
all know, ‘The scourgo has been very 
terrible this year, but at last the seasonal 
Aecline which accompanies every hot 
woather has sot in, The total nuniber of 
plaguo deaths in India for last week was 
35,492, being an improvement of over 
20,000 on tho enormous total of 56,732 
persons who died from the disease in the 
Inst week of April.

Another point to be noticed with 
regard to the large cantonments in which 
Lord Kitchener proposes to mass the 
troops, is that the largest stations are not 
always the healthiest, and this is 
very important matter for consideration 
especially in w tropical climate.

To the Editor of the 
« Nonra-Cava Darty News.” 

Sra,—It seams to me that the time has 
arrived for the formation of an Associsvon 
for the purpose of promoting the yenerst 
interests of the Shanghai communiy.

The facts that Shanshai is situated at 
the mouth ‘augiz) river, the 
greatest highwa he middle of Chi 
and that the native popalation residing 
at and noar Shanghai, and in the hinter- 
Iandof Shangbai, includes scores of millions 
of prosperous, and easily governed people 
show beyond doubt thit Shanghai iv 
certain lo grow into one of the greatest 
places on the face of the earth, 

‘The politieal conditions affecting Shan s- 
hai are no doubt somewhat complicated 
but this fact affords no reason why the 
residents here should not work di 
to jromole the inte 
generally, and of themselves in particular, 
by all the moans that lie within their 
reach. 

‘There is much, very much, that may be 
done, but it neels Knowlede, and public 
spirit, energy, and organisation, Many 
Tocal ‘matters are settled in avery por-

Many other matters which might be of

An. Assoclation, such as TC propose, 
would, if well mavaged. very materially 
asst both the Municipal Council, and the 
Consular Body, and would tend towards 
harmonising the interests, and tho action 
af the foreign and uative communities.

The Need of Interpreters at Seoul.

This memorial of 
Chang Chib-tung is viewed with alarm by 
Viceroy Chon Fu’s friends as En Shou is 

a bitter enemy of Chou Fu, the latter 
having haughtily snubbed En Shou wl 
at Tsingkiang last May, putting, it 
stated, quite a number of unnecessary i 
dignities upon the ex-Governor already 
chagrined at losing his post. It is certain 
therefore that En Shou 
probe matters to the bottom if appointed 
to assist in investigating his enemy's 
régime in Nanking, nor consent to the 
usual whitewashing work resorted to 
when one high oficial is ordered 
to investigate a brother official’s actions, 
Vicoroy Chang Chih-tung, who, it is well- 
known, is not a friend of Chon Fu, thus 
kills two birds with one stone.

hastened to the pond and dived several 
times in hopes to find a body. Meantime 
the news had resched Mr. Valenza sen ry 
who hasten:d to the pond and remained 
for some hours while the sad search wan 
continued. : 
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At 8 p.m. the matter was reported to 
the police and at 9 p.m. they arrived with 
drag ropes. Several persons dived in the 
pou between 9 and 10 p.m. and shortly 
bofore the latter hour P. C. Rosser re- 
ported that he had come across a body 
in a deop hole (some 12 feet) but the legs 
were wedged in the mud and he could 
not lift him. Rosser dived a second 
time but could not tind the body. Next 
Mr. Elly Widler made au attempt, and 
‘was successful in locating the body, but 
he also was too exhausted to bring it to 
the shore. With the assistance of drag 
ropes the body was landed and was tound 
to be still warm, Blood was runing 
from the nostrils and for several minutes 
attempts were made to resuscitate the 
body by artificial respiration, but without 
effect. About 1020 p.m.’ Dr. Marsh 
arrived on the scone and the body was 
removed to Mr. Valeuza’s house. 

We have referred above to Mr. W. 
Valenz\’s accomplishments as a violinist. 
He came of a mus cal family no member of 
which was more devoted to the cause of his 
art. He was for a leng period a Lugler in 
the 8.V.C. and a competent shot.

THE NEW INDEMNITY 
ARRANGEMENT. 


(TranstateD From “Dex Ostastatiscue 
Lrovp.”) 

Ever since the year 1901 the subject of 
the payment of the war indemnity has 
come up from time to time. The CI 
Government has alwa; 
it should be paid in silver, whilst the 
Powers contended that it should be in 
gold. For the threo years that have 
elapsed since the signing of the peace 
protocol, the Powers have only recei 
the payment under protest. During the 
last days, however, an agreement has been 
come to and the following telegram bas 
been received :— 

Peking, 2ud July, 8.20 pn, 

“The Agreement relating to the rea 
justment in reference to the indomnity 
has been signed to-day by the ropresenta- 
tives of the Powors who signed the 
closing protocol in 1902, and likewise by 
Prince Ching. 

The salient point of the new agree- 
ment is that the Chi Grovernment 
explicitly recognises the fact that it is a 
gold debt that has been incurred. The 
total amount of the war indomnity, as 
stipulated in the peace protocol of 190: 
reaches the sum of 450,000,000 H.K. 
Tis, to be calculated at a fixed rate. | 
‘The Chinese have thus far, relying upon 
the fact of the sum being stated in 
silver, made the part payments in silver. 
‘The Powers have received those pa; 
ments under protest, and have insisted 
upon the additional payment, represeut- 
ing the difference between the gold de- 
manded and the silver paid, together 
with the accumulated interest. Now at 
last China bas ackuowledged the justice 
of the demands made by the Powers and 
has promised to pay the amount in arrears 
to the Ist of January last; amounting in 
all to the round sum of Tis. 9,000,000. 
This amount is to be rendered by tele- 
graph pro rata to the Powors within

HOW WAM ORIGINATED, 
THE CZAR AND ADMIRAL ALEXEIEFY, 
Reuter’s correspondent in St. Peters- 

burg gives an interesting review of the 

correspondence which took place between 

Adwiral Alexeieff and the Czar prior to 

the outbreak of hostilities. In December, 

1903, Admiral Alexeieff warned the Czar 

that the Japanese would forestall the 

Russians on the Yalu and the roads lead- 

ing to the Eastern Chinese Railway, which 

would ruin all Russia's plans and force 
her to centralise any eventual operations 
further to the north, and to leave Port 

Arthur to its f As the result of 

several roprosentations, on Decomber 26 

the Czar commanded Admiral Alexoieff to 

mobilise the Far Eastern Districts, to 
declare a stato of siege in Manchuria, at 

Port Arthur, and at Viadivostock, and 

generally to ‘prepare for war. The Czar 

considered that every yoar of poace gain- 
ed was of enormous importance” for 

Russia. Although he must not yield, 

Admiral Alexeioff should do his utmo to 

avoid war, His policy should be firm but 

courteous in form, and should ignore 
unimportaut details, There must be no 
discussion about Munchuria either with 

Japan or any other Power. ‘That was an 

alfaie between Russia and China, Russi 

was willing to take into consideration the 
cominercial interests of Japan and other 
nations provided they were uuder the 

Russian wgis and there were no Sottl 

ard a Jap:

Wit- 
hess got a man togo through theaccounts, 
but defendant would not allow him to 
do so. Defendant refused to give 
receipts for the money lent to bim, 
saying that he woul not cheat them. 
Levy said the business was very good 
indeed and told witness to go and look 
for a shop in Broadway. A small 
shop was found, and after Levy had 
it it was taken. It was arranged 
witness should look after the Chinese 
there, and take the money. The sho) 
in Hongkew was taken with the idea 
that it would enable witness to learn 
something about the business. Wi 
ness had never approached defendant's 
wife or mother-in-law. ‘The roubles were 
not divided ; witness bought them from 
defendant at the ordinary market rate. 
She never examined any goods for 
the Hongkew store, nor had she anything 
to do with ordering them. Mr. Levy 
came down to Hongkew and looked at 
the books, and collected nearly $500. 
Witness still had some of the money re- 
ceived at the Hongkew store in her hands. 
She told defendant that as he had not 
handed her any accounts, she would keep 
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the money. 











Cross-examined—Witness had the in- 
surance policy of the Hongkew store 
made out in her own name, because Mr. 
Levy asked her to obtain it. She had never 
been asked for the key of the shop be- 
fore she brought it along to Mr. Browott. 
The boy took away the cash box from the 
shop and she got itfrom him. Levy once 
asked plaintiff to get five cases of Russian 
drinks as he had not time to see about 
them himself. Witness and Levy shared 
a house in which somo of the Russian re- 
fugees were put up. 

Re-cxamined—Mr. Levy mesmerised 
and bluffed witness every time he wanted 
more money. 

His Lordship asked Mr. Browett if he 
had any more evidence to call. 

Mr. Browott said he bad intended to 
call Mr. Sykes in support of his wife's evi 
dence, He thought, however, the evidence 
of Mrs. Sykes would be sufiicient. 

Bis Lordship said he would not tind in 
plaintiff's favour on her evidence. Hoe 
had taken a cortain view of the case from 
the evidence he had already heard, but 
he did not wish to prevent plaintiffs eall- 
ing further evidence if they wished. 

Mr. Browett said he would not call 
any more evidence. 

His Lordship—The conclusion I have 
come to in reference to these transactions 
is this: that uegotiations were started 
in February between the parties, and 
considerable sums were advanced, and 
from the conduct of the parties Ito not 
think there was any question that it was 
known that theso sums were to put into 
the business with a view tos parcner- 
ship which was to be to drawn up later 
on. In the meantime, these people, I 
am quite certain, intended to get sume- 
thing out of their loans. I do not think 
the money was lent for love; the strong 
probability is that they would be re- 
munerated by sharing the profits. I 
have no doubt that what led to the end 
of the negotiations was the unfortiuate 
disappearance of customers, which 
led to losses. In consequence of that, 
as there wero losses, each party tried 
to get out of the bargain as best hie could. 
‘There will have to be an account taken, 
and credit will have to be given for ali 
monies put into the business on the part 
of both plaintiff xnd defendant, and they 
will have to share the profits and the 
losses, That will have to be settled 
before anything else can be done, On 
any other question which does not arise 
out of this transaction, such as bills, or 
an action for unliquidated damages, I 
cannot give judgment. I have no juris- 
diction to try them. 

Both parties expressed their willing- 
ness to refer the acoounts to Mr. Leake. 

In reply to Mr. Symonds, his Lordehip 
said that before deciding on the question 
of costs he must see how the accounts 
turn out. 









































R, v. TaB Prornietors or THE 
“Cn'v Pao.” 

While the hearing of the above case 
was in progress, the Crown Advocate 
‘appeared and said that in that capacity 
he appeared in the matter of a seditious 
libel by the “Ch‘a Pao” (newspaper) at 
Hankow. The “Ch‘u Pao” was the proper- 
ty of an ingorporated British Company 
registered in Hongkong. The seditious 
libel was one which appeared on the 
13th of June last with regard to a real 
‘or supposed secret society. Counsel said 
this case seemed to come under Article 
75 of the Order in Council, which he 
cited. It appeared, that an incorporated 
company coul} be proceeded against for . 
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seditious libel. He had that morning filed 
an afiidavit in support of a motion for an 
injunction on an information laid by 
him as a law officer of the Crown. 
‘This was returnable on a day to be 
fixed by the Court, thereby giving 
accused every opportunity of sppear- 
ing. That of course would be done 
in this caso. In the meantime, as 
in the case of any other libel, Counsel 
had the right of 
junction. “The injunction he applied 
for was of a very mild nature; it w

“Tt might be said 
that while the prisoners were those who 
could most easily have committed the 
murder, it was equally possible for anybody 
else in the world to commit ir. hen 
known, however, that these two men were 
in or near the hut on the night of the

This was the adjourned hearing of the 
caso in which the plaintiff claims the sun 
of $34 for board and lodging. 

The plaintiff did not appear. 

His Honour said in this case the 
defendant admitted liability to tho extent 
of $28. The hearing of the claim had 
already occupied three days—by tho fault 
of the plaintiff. The ouly matter in 
Aispute was the small item of $6, and tho 
plaintiff had not put in an appearance at 
either the last herring or this. He could 
uot in hor absence give judgment for part 
of the amount of the claim. He was 
entitled to dismiss the case, but the 
plaiuti® was a Russian and did not 
appear to understand the procedure of 
that Court, and he therefore proposed to 
sdjourn the case sine die, 

The defendant asked if ho might have 
his clothes and boxes, which the plaintiff 
still retai LL 

His Honour said this was the first he 
had heard of the clothes. ‘The plaintiff 
wat a Russian subject, and to recover his 
clothes and boxes, the defendant would 
have to take proceedings in the Russian 
Consular Court. The best course would 
be for the defendant to pay to the plain- 
tiff the sum he admitted owing her, and 
thon he would probably have no dificulty 
in recovering his effects.

Inspector McDowell said he had made 
enquiries with reference to a rumour that 
same people went down to where the 
body was during P. C, Banke’ absence of 
20 minutes, and attempted to jush it 
further under the water. Witness had 
been unable to confirm this report aud 
believed it to be entirely groundless. 

Dr. Marsh, recalled, said in his ex- 
amination of the body he did not find 
any evidence of a knife being used at 
all. The fracture of the skull could have 
been caused by the butt of aritle. There 
* would be a considerable amount of bleed- 
ing from the scalp wounds, but not more 
than could be absorbed by a few dressings 
or the bed clothing. There would be no 
bleeding directly from the fracture of the 
skull, but the bleeding would be indirect- 
ly from the ears and nose and then only 
the oozing of blood. The scalp wounds 
would bleed at once freely.

The 
door was not locked, a servant having just 
wone out for hot water. Witness could 
not identify the other men: they were 
dressed like the defendants and wore 
white naval caps.

The effect i Manchuria will be to 
greatly restrict the operations of the mis- 
sionaries and ultimately te stop them al- 
together, ‘That this ix sure to be the result 
i ted by the fact that before the 

Russia was in practical conteol of 
thy work of the ‘missionaries 
was carried on with much difficulty.” 

A good deal might be said on the in- 
tulerauce of the Russians in the matter of 
relizious propaganda ; but we rather go on 
to De. Parker's opinions as to the effect of 
& Russian victory in China proper. That 
effect, he thinks, “would be more remote 
and geadual, bat it could not he any the 
lesa sure, Tt has always been the policy of 
Russia to keep China weak. A strong China 
1s wholly Inimical to Russian interests. 
Honee, a Russian victory, bringing 
with it, ay it would surely do, Russian pre: 
dominance at Peking would prevent the 
devel pmest of Ching’s resources ai 
cause serious restricti-n, if uot the gradual 
extinction, of the influence of England and 
America in Chivese affsirs. Following 
this would come the repression, to « large 
extent, of desire for prigress and educa- 
tion among the people; missionaries 
would be interfered with in many ways,

As to the natural antidote for Russian 
influence in China, that might be looked for 
in the attitude of foreign powers.

But 
the history of English diplomacy in China 
for the past twenty-five or thirty years 
does not afford ground for hope’ that 
Englani would do much more than enter 
a mild protest »gainst Russian encroach. 
ments in the Far East. There is more 
hope that Germany might do something. 
But her interests would, in all probabili'y, 
be confined largely to Shantung, and Rus. 
sia would be left to dominate the country 















‘more and more to supersede those sup- 
plied by the missionaries, and the home 
churches will have to send ‘a largely in- 
creased force of educational missionaries 
to China in order to mest the competition 
that will inevitably come from the Japan- 
ese. Another result of the increase of 
Japanese influence in China will be that

Watchmen were 
also employed in watching the gates. 
The gate near the Chinese houses was 
never lucked, nor was the one between the 
two docks.’

(Witness showed on the plans 
were the machine shop was) Buygah 
Sivgh was on duty in the machine slop 
the night deceased disappeared. Buggah 
Singh was at present in gaol, Witness 
lund never had wny trouble with Chanda 
Singh Chanda and the Ghurka had had 
trouble on account uf food.

Tt was against 
the Sikh religion to smoke. ‘The night of 
the 8th of June was adark night.

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENUE. 


TEA.—From Messrs, Welch, Lewis & Co's Circular of the 10th July :— 
Our last “printed” Tea Market advices were under date 2gth June. 


BLACK TEA.—The only settlements reported on this Market are: one chop of Hankow Tea at Tis. 1434 and 
a small chop of Ningchow at Tis. 23 per picul. One or two other small parcels have been settled, but the business 
passing ishardly enough to make a market. A large. proportion of the stock is only represented by musters, and the Teas 
would be sold “to arrive” from the River Ports if better offers could not be obtained in Hankow or Kiukiang. 

Hankow advices of 3oth June give total arrivals to date at 382,507 half-chests, against 698,007 half-chests last year. 
The stock in native hands was 80,386 half-chests, against 46,640 half-chests same date last season. 

GREEN TEA.—Pingsuey.—Arrivals from this district have been moderate and Teamen have been successful in 
obtaining an advance on opening rates, medium quality Teas have advanced at least one tael a picul and good quality 
‘Teasa bout Tis. 2 a picul. Z 

The quality of the Teas coming to hand shews a slight improvement on earlier arrivals, but they-have still rather 
mixed infusions. The proportion of undesirable bold and uneven leaf lines in the chops is not as large as last year. 

Wenchow.—Only a very small business has been put through, Teamen are holding out for prices much above 
buyers’ ideas. Later arrivals shew no improvement in quality. 

Hysons.—We have to report a very active market, arrivals have been small and keen competition has resulted. 
‘Tienkais are fetching prices at least 20% over last year’s rates, Wenchows and Fychows quote 10%, 

Aysons from the Moyune District are expected in two or three days. 
Sou Mees and Foong Mees.—Sou Mees have been in strong demand at 20% over last year’s rates, Foong Mees are 


selling readily at about 15% over last year’s opening prices. 
‘The s.s. Oceanien took the first important shipment to Batoum this season of Hyson, amounting to about 10,009 


packages.
